1 . Roll  call  for  the  May  28,  2010  Permitting  Committee  meeting 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 1:10AM.  Commissioners  O’Brien  and  Clyde  were  present  and  quomm  was 
established. 

2.  Review  of  committee  goals  and  staff  direction  on  priority  items.  (Discussion  Item) 

The  Director  provided  an  outline  for  the  Committee  to  use  in  preparing  priorities  for  the  upcoming  year.  The 
outline  included  some  items  that  had  been  previously  discussed  at  both  full  Commission  meetings  and  other 
committees.

Staff  will  compile  the  various  items  discussed  and  the  committee  will  prioritize  at  the 
next  meeting. 

Commissioner  O’Brien  proposed  that  a joint  meeting  be  held  between  the  Small  Business  Commission.  Planning 
Commission  and  the  Building  Inspection  Commission  to  discuss  the  issue  of  permit  streamlining,  the  on-going 
discussion  of  an  integrated  on-line  system,  a fact  finding  discussion,  game  plan  and  an  agreement  on  how  to 
move  forward.  This  will  involve  the  staffs  of  each  department  working  closely  with  each  other  both  before  and 
after  the  joint  meeting  to  move  plans  forward.  The  committee,  along  with  the  Executive  Director  was  supportive 
of  this  idea  and  Commissioner  O’Brien  will  follow  up  with  the  other  departments. 

While  the  committee  did  not  formally  prioritize  various  items  discussed,  it  was  generally  felt  that  the 
streamlining  report  and  the  joint  meeting  with  DBI  and  Planning  were  both  high  priorities.  In  tenns  of  individual 
permits,  a waiver  or  other  process  to  allow  small  scale  entertainment  at  "coffee  shop"  tv  pe  venues  w ithout 
requiring  an  entertainment  permit  is  a priority.

The  Fee  is  based  on  trended 
original  cost  of  the  system,  with  bonds,  grants,  bond  reserve  fund,  current  projects,  cash  and  unencumbered  funds 
deducted.  This  equals  the  total  equity  investment  into  the  system.  Based  on  this  equity  investment,  a wastewater 
fee  is  charged  for  new  uses  of  the  system,  including  many  types  of  small  businesses. 

Mr  Laws  provided  additional  details.  The  next  time  the  fees  will  be  updated  is  in  2014  during  the  regular  rate 
payer  process.  He  then  reviewed  the  types  of  businesses  that  are  subject  to  various  types  of  fees,  with  restaurants 
being  the  highest  charge.  Their  fees  are  highest  due  to  FOG  (Fats,  Oils,  Grease)  as  well  as  compost  and  the 
volume  of  water. 

Commissioners  and  PUC  Staff  discussed  next  steps  and  ways  for  the  OSB  to  partner  to  assist  businesses  with 
outreach.

4.  Presentation  by  concerned  Pet  Store  owners  on  the  Pet  Food  Express  project  at  2460  Lombard  Street. 
(Discussion  and  Possible  Action  Item) 

Pam  Habel,  Catnip  and  Bones  and  Susan  Landry,  Animal  Connection  introduced  themselves  to  the 
Committee.  Ms.  Habel  and  Ms.  Landry  reviewed  the  2009  project  history  and  the  Small  Business 
Commission  recommendation  to  disapprove  the  project  at  2460  Lombard  Street.  Next  they  reviewed  the 
project  that  was  approved  at  3 150  California  Street.  Ms.  Habel  and  Landry  re\dewed  that  the  2460  Lombard 
location  has  remained  vacant  for  over  four  years  while  Pet  Food  Express  has  waited  to  reapply.  In  2009  the 
Marina  Community  Association  was  neutral,  in  2012  for  the  current  case  the  Marina  Community  Association 
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is  in  opposition  to  the  Pet  Food  Express  Store.  Ms.  Habel  noted  that  in  2009  Pet  Food  Express  had  34  stores 
and  in  2013  they  have  48  stores.  They  ai'e  now  the  5''’  or  7*  largest  pet  supply  store  in  the  United  States.  Ms. 
Habel  and  Ms.  Landry  provided  the  Committee  a map  of  Pet  Food  Express  Stores.  Ms.  Habel  and  Ms.  Landry 
reviewed  charitable  contributions  tliat  are  made  be  Pet  Food  Express  and  the  Small  Neighborhood  pets  stores. 
Commissioner  Dooley  asked  about  other  businesses  that  may  be  interested  in  the  2460  Lombard  location  and 
Ms.  Habel  reviewed  some  interested  parties  that  she  was  aware  of.  The  pet  store  owners  expressed  concern 
over  a July  hearing  date  that  may  conflict  with  a trade  show  and  Director  Dick-Endrizzi  stated  that  the 
Commission  may  be  able  to  send  a letter  to  the  Planning  Department  requesting  a hearing  date  that  does  not 
conflict  with  the  trade  show.  The  Committee  discussed  the  criteria  that  the  Planning  Commission  uses  to 
evaluate  formula  retail.  The  Committee  discussed  charitable  contributions  and  the  capacity  of  formula 
retailers  to  contribute  vs.  the  capacity  of  small  businesses  to  contribute.  The  pet  store  owners  discussed  the 
landscape  of  small  businesses  in  the  area  and  number  of  small  business  stores  in  the  vicurity.  One  store  has 
closed  since  Pet  Food  Express  opened  at  3150  California  Street.  The  new  store  on  3150  California  has 
already  affected  business  at  the  small  pet  stores  and  the  committee  stated  that  this  needed  to  be  quantified. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  proposed  Pets  Unlimited  cat  adoption  shelter  and  tire  Director  advised  tlie 
Committee  to  evaluate  that  proposal  based  on  the  criteria  in  the  planning  code.  Marina  Merchants  Association 
has  a ballot  pending  for  a formal  vote  and  the  results  are  pending. 

The  Committee  discussed  criteria  to  include  in  a potential  recommendation  to  the  Small  Business 
Commission: 

• The  number  of  businesses  selling  similar  products  has  not  changed,  and  has  actually  increased  since 
the  opening  of  the  Pet  Food  Express  1.2  miles  away  at  3 150  California  Street. 

• Additional  Community  Support  (Marina  Community  Association) 

• Pet  Food  Express  rented  and  left  vacant  a commercial  space  for  4 years 

• In  2009  Pet  Food  Express  had  34  stores  in  2013  they  have  48  stores. 

• (Subject  to  verification)  Pet  Food  Express  has  not  explored  opening  in  imderserved  parts  of  the  City, 
including  Ba3wiew/Hunters  Point. 

• Including  notes  about  charitable  contributions  that  small  pet  stores  make  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco.  The  Commission  should  hold  a discussion  on  whether  the  charitable  contributions  should 
be  part  of  the  criteria  for  approval. 

• The  Committee  discussed  Pet  Food  Expresses  price  matching  policy  but  determined  that  it  may  no 
longer  be  considered  predatory  as  they  have  made  changes  to  the  policy  since  the  2009/2010  cases. 

• The  Committee  discussed  various  parking  related  issues,  including  the  promotion  of  the  chiving 
cultm-e  that  projects  such  as  Pet  Food  Express  promote.
